W-\suiNtiToN, December 24.'—One of 


those peculiar hills that occasionally 
find their way into congress lias boon 
introduced by Mitchell in the senate. 
He elaborate title provides for the pro- 
hibition of electro-mo^Dotieni, meemor- 
Jsm and hyimotizhiK human beinKS,otc., 
and proflcriboe punishment for the pre- 
visions of the act. Numerous petitions 
and documents accompany the bill, nnd 
others tcjunlly voluminous ate referred 
to.

Mr. Haivey, "to many in very satis- 
factory; toothers it ia moetdisaBtrous, 
There are two classes of growew hero 
and two classes of packers. There is the 
grower who can afford lo retain control 
of hia raisins and refuses to sell thorn al 
IOEH thau combination prices. He does 
not placo them out of hia control and in 
the control of the packer or broker 
either in tho east or San Francieco, by 
taking advances on them. He has ob' 
tained in all cases that have been re- 
ported to the asaociation more that^4>jj 
cents per pound. Some have receiver, 
cash for all ra'sinu delivered at the pack- 
ing houeee prior to November 1st—5^ 
conta a pound. 
Alexander Gordon delivered 147 tons 


of raisins prior to that date. Ho did not 
draw any money on hia goods, and be 
refused tho persistent applications by 
the brokers to let them be sold in com- 
petition with others at leas than tho 
combination prices. 
He received a 


check for $12.055 for his 147 tonfl of rai- 
ins."J.M.Cory who has a vineyard of 
eighty acres realized 6^1 cents per pound 
for his crop, his vines beinir. older and 
containing a larger percentage of layers. 
He has authorized the association to say 
that ho attributea the result to his deter 
raination to Btaud by the Rssociatlon.
